Burgess was arrested Friday afternoon 
tn a rdfm opening on an alley at 1613 
Clark avenue by Special Officers McKen- 
na and Roberts.

The experts who conducted the in- 
vestigation of the St. Louis Subtreasury 
found an actual shortage of $bd.000, and 
traced it to the cage of Receiving Tellier 
D. P. Dyer Jr., according to press dis- 
patches from Washington. 

It is said that the commission w1l' re- 
port that it discovered no evidence of 
any criminal act. That- feature of the 
will be investigate1 later by 
Justice, probably 
through special counsel appointed for 
that purpose. 

Assistant United States Treasurer G. € 
Bantz and the commission of experts 
reached Washington Friday afternoon, 
but their detailed report will not be sub- 
mitted to the Treasury Department un- 
til late todoy or Monday. 

It was stated at the Treasury Depart- 
ment Friday that.a preliminary report 
probably will be submitted today. 

Ty he report wil! show that the books of 
the Subtreasury are in perfect order, 
and that the discrepancy was not found 
to be. due to faulty bookkeeping. 

It is further expected that the report 
will commend the conduct of the office 
under Subtreasurer Thomas J. Akins. 

After the Treasury ‘Department has 
reviewed the report it will then be for- 
warded to the Department of Justice for 
action. What action will follow prob- 
ably will depend upon the report of the 


secret service agents who have been 
fvllowing up the case closely. 

The report of the experts is the result 
of many weeks’ hard. work, 
which all the millions of dollars in the 
local Subtreasury was counted. The ex- 
perts went through all of the vaults, 
counting all the currency, gold, silver, 
nickels and pennies. They also made a 
careful examination of the books of the 
department. 

When Teller Dyer was seen this morn- 
ing by a reporter for the Post-Dispatch, 
who told of the news from Washington, 
he declined to make any statement or 
answer any questions.

After plundering two rooms in the 
residence of Rudolph F. Kilgen, 4346 
Washington boulevard, while the family 
was at dinner, a porch climber, believed 
to be the one who has ransacked three 
other homes of the wealthy within the 
last week, jumped head first through 
the second-story window. 

He slid down a slanting slate roof, In- 
jured himself as he struck the granitoid 
walk, gained his feet, fell again and 
rolled down the high terrace. He limped 
across the street, and, after leaping to 
the top of a back fence, fell back, seem- 
ingly senseless, while Kileen ran to the 
telephone and called police headquar-. 
ters, 

When Kilgen returned to his neigh- 
bor’s back yard the man had either 

gained strength- enough to hobble to 
a place of safety or had been picked 
up and carried away. 

It was not-until Kilgen re-entered 
the home shortly after 6:30 Friday 
night that he learned that the porch- 
climber had taken $1500 worth of Mrs. 
Kilgen’s jewelry. 

Half an hour later the man’s fre- 
volver was found on the Kilken ter- 
race, where the robber’ had fallen, 
seemingly exhausted, the second time. 
The handle of the revolver 8 
broken, indicating that as he ll 
from the slanting porch he struck the 
granitoid walk with the revolver un- 
acer him. 

A blood splotch on the sidewalk 
showed that he was injured. He either 
broke or disloeated one of his legs in 
the fall, as shown by his limp. 


Thought Man Would Wait. 


Kilgen saw all that took place from 
the time the thief fell to.the walk at 
the foot of the front steps until he 
went to the telephone, thinking it 
would be an impossibility for the man 
to gain his feet before he could re- 
turn. 

The thief obtained $1500 worth of 
jewelry from Mrs. Kilgen’s bedroom. 
The jewelry was in a jewel case and 
consisted of two diamond . Masonic 
rings, one two and one-half ‘carat 
solitaire dlamond ring, one gold bar 
Pin set with a two and cne-half carat 
liamond, a gold watch and link chain, 
a ring set with two diamonds and a 
diamond-studded collar button. Satur- 
day it was found that several hat pins 
and trinkets had also heen taken. 

Mrs. Kilgen had had a $5-bill 
changed Friday afternoon, and -the 
change was lying in the drawer. The 
thief took four $1 bills and left 76 
cents in change. 

The Kilgen family, except Miss Viola, 
the daughter, whose room was also ran- 
sacked, was at dinner at 6:15 p. m. 
The daughter was visiting friends in St. 
Louis County. 

A noise was heard on the second 
floor. Kilgen told his little son, Ray- 
mond, to go out to the kitehen and see 
if any of the servants was upstairs. 
The child returned, saying there was 
no one on the second floor. 

The noise, as if a chair was being 
drawn over the tile floor in the bath- 
room, was r&neated. 

Kilgen got up from the table and 
walked rapidly to the foot of the front 
stairs. 

Calls for Weapon. 


“Where's the revolver?’’ 
loudly to his wife. 

Thefe was no revolver in the house. 
Kilgen thought the call for the revoly- 
er would frighten the thief. if there 
was one upstairs, and reveal his where- 
abouts. Kilgen heard the man run from 
the direction of the bathroom and Int» 
his dsughter’s room. 

Kilgen heard the window rais«d. He 
ran out the front door juet as the man 
Siid down the sianting front porch. The 
thief's heel evident'y caught in the tn 
guttering on the edge of the porch’'s 
roof. Kilgen reached te front porch Just 
as the man, revolver in band. fell, hal 
first. to the granitold walk. The catch- 
ing of his heel seemed to .throw the 
thief head first to the grov nd. 

Kilgen stood behind a bit column of 
the pore>. watching the man rerain his 
feet, Neither sald a word, ant the fea- 
tveree of the robher were not dis ernible, 

The man seemed stunred, but in a 
moment was on his feet. He half- 
dragged himself to the edge of the ter- 
rare. rolled down te the sidewnlk and 
crossed the atreet. He climbed the front 
terrace of the Nathanial Moffitt real- 
dence at 4245 Washington boulevard, and 
us Kilgen ran across the street fell fn 
the bark vard.

NEW YORK; Nov. 3.—Though he has 
failed to reach the North Pole, 
mander Robert. E. Peary of the. United 
States Nary has brought to the United 
States the record for “farthest north,” 
87 degrees 6 minutes. The daring Are- 
tic explorer, in his specially’ constricted 
vessel, the Roosevelt, has penetrated 
nearer to the pole than, the Duke of 
Abruzzi’s expedition, which has held the 
Arctic record, 86 degrees 34 minutes, 
The commander and his party encoun- 
tered hardships, being forced to eat 
dogs, and on the homeward voyage to 
battle incessantiy with, ice, storms and 
head winds, but he has informed Amer- 
icans that the Roosevelt is a magnifi- 
cent ice fighter and sea boat and that 


no deaths or Iiliness attended the expe-— 


dition. Peary'’s exploits are told in the 
following communication 
night by Herbert L. Bridgman, secre- 
tary of the Peary Arctic Club: 

‘“HOPEDALE, Labrador, via Twillin- 
gate, N. F., Nov: 2.—Herbert tL. Bridg- 
man: Roosevelt wintered north coast 
Grantland somewhat north Alert win- 
ter quarters. Went north with sledges, 
February, via Heckla and Columbia. De- 
layed by open water between 84 and 
& degrees. Beyond 8 six days. Galo 
disrupted ice, destroyed caches, cut of 
communication with supporting bodies 
and drifted due east. Beach & degreds 
6 minutes north latitude over ice, drift- 
ing steadily eastward. Returning, ate 
eight dogs. Drifted eastward, delayed 
by open water, reached north 
Grantiand in straightened condition.

Apparently Indicates.

Snyder have found life insurance. po.i- 
Cles aggregating slluwod. *One of he 
policies is for $10,000 in the New York 
duite and is in favor of the second Mrs. 
Snyder. Other policies may be fioound 
later in Mr. Snyder's papers. 
‘No inventory of the Snyder estate 
Nas been filed in the Probate Court, and 
it may be a few weeks before th‘s ac- 
tion is taken by Mrs. Sibyl Snyder and 
tobert M. Snyder. Jr., executors named 
in the will, When the inventory is filed 
there probably will be a surprise in 
Store for those who expect to see an ¢s- 
tate passing the million mark @Civided 
among the heirs. 

It is more than likely that the list will 
show holdings amounting to not more 
than a few thousand dollars in value. 
it is said on excellent authority that it 
had been the practice of Mr. Snyder for 
several years prior to his death to place 
his accumulations in the name of per- 
sons he would desire to inherit them in 
case of his death, leaving as little as 
possible in his own name. 

This course of conduct was actuated 








‘by a long, drawn-out lawsuit that has 


never been ended, but which is now 
pending on appeal in the Supreme Court 
of the United States. A Texas cattle 
syndicate with which Mr. Snyder: had 
some big deals sued him several years 
ago and recovered judgment for about 
$300,000. Hie paid $140,000 of this and re- 
fused to pay any more, saying that he 
had settled.in full. 
Itefused to Compromise. 

Recentiv an offer was made by the 
holders of the judgment to compromise 
the balance for $11,000, but he declined, 
preferring ‘to fight the matter out in 
the court of last resort. It was said 
to be this judgment and the belief that 
it was wholly unjust that caused Mr. 
Snyder to put ‘his property. beyond the 
reach of the alleged creditors. 
It is not known to whom his 
was transferred, but the belief is 
that the bulk of it is already in the 
names of his children and trustees for

Some of the advocates of the munici- 
pa! free bridge are alarmed over an 
amendment just proposed to the bill for 
the issue of $11,200,000 bonds, which pro- 
Vides that the bonds shall be sold in in- 
Stallments as the morey is needed. The 
amendment gives the Mavor and Comp- 
treller the right to say when the bonds 
shall be sold, and some of the advocates 
of the free bridge fear that under this 
provision these two officials may, by re- 
fusing to issue the bonds, completely 
block the free bridge. The amendment 
was introdyced at the instance of Comp- 
troller Player. 

ComptroNer Player, when he was 
asked what ground there was for such 
apprenensron, said: ‘‘The persons who 
harbor such a fear appear to forget that 
we are responsible to the people and to 
our party for the proper administration 
of our offices. Weare not outlaws, con- 

ucting a guerllila warfare against the 
free bridge. Fiven if we were, we would 
still be subject to mandamus proceed- 
ings should we refuse or neglect to issue 
the bonds as they were needed. 





Delay Will Save Moncey. 


“The amendment requiring that the 
bonds be sold in installments’ will 
achieve two important ends. First, it 
will keep the city from paying from 3 
to 6 per cent interest on $11,200,000 while 
it Hes in the banks drawing only 2.5 
per cent interest. Second, it will en- 
able the city to sell the bonds when 
it can get the: best prices for them. 

“If the bonds were all sold next 
spring the city would have to pay an 
interest of at least 4 per cent. A little 
inquiry among the bond brokers on 
Fourth street will convince anyone of 
the truth of this. New York itself can- 
not sell its municipal bonds at a bet- 
ter rate of interest than this. I am 
convinced that later we shall be able 
to sell our bonds and pay an interest 
of only 3.@ per cent or 3.50 per cent. 
Some of the free-bridge advocates 
wanted the bonds sold as a popular 
loan in amounts of $100, to bear a rate 
of 3 per*cent. Such a proposition is 
preposterous. 

“If St. Louis can sell its bonds with 
an interest of 3.50 per cent instead of 
4 per cent thé city would gain $1,120,000 
in the 20 years tte bonds are to run. 
If the interest were 3.6 instead of 4 
per cent the city would gain in the 20 
veans $784,000. In the present state of 
the market St. Louis must pay 4 per 
cent interest. If vou doubt the asser- 
tion ask the brokers. Ask them also 
whether. in their opinion, the interes: 
rate will go up or down in the next 
few months. . That is the reason of the 
amendment. There is no ulterior mo- 
tive.’’

Colin M. Selph, Democratic nominee

The Filipinos declared unrelenting 
Opposition to any measure having for 
its purpose a change of the laws gov- 
erning State school book contracts. 

Several days before the Dockery bill 
went to a vote, rumors of bribery 
were current in the House.

Holding at arm’s length her l4-year- 
old son, Maurice Boyer, who wds try- 
ing to prevent her from carrying out 
her purpose, Mrs, Jennie Gilchrist of 
811 Benton street swallowed carbolic 
acid Friday, from the effects of which 
she died an hour later in the City Hos-

Mrs. Gilchrist had been afflicted with 
mental trouble for two years, and once 
before attempted to shoot herself, but 
was prevented by neighbors.

Her young son, divining her in- 
tention, grappled with his mother in an 
attempt to prevent her from swallow- 
ing the poison. 

The bottle was uncorked and during 
the struggle some of the acid was spilled 
on the boy’s hand. He temporarily re- 
laxed his hold on his mother to attend 
to his injuries. She took. advantage of 
the opportunity and held him at arm's 
length while she drained the bottle. 

Her husband, Alexander Gilchrist, who 
had just gone to bed after working all 
night, was aroused. He called an am- 
bulance and had her sent to the hospital. 
She refused to take antidotes wn the 
way, and. died, soon, despite the efforts 
of the physicians to save her life. 


NO WATER NEAR 
FRE IN COUNTY 


Firemen Stretch 2500:Feet but 
Are Unable to Save 
Planing Mill. 


While city flremen were unable to 
cope with a fire three blocks west of 
the city Hmits and six blocks from a 
fire plug, Friday night the Wellston 
planing mill was destroyed and a frame 
mission building snd five residences to 
the west were burned or damaged.

BONES NOT OF THINKERS. 


Professor Believes Skulls Un- 
earthed Are of Pawnees. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LINCOLN, Neb., Nov. 3.—E. E. Black- 
man, archeologist of the Nebraska His- 
torical Society, says the bones of human 
beings found recently by R. H. Gilder, 
near Omaha, do not belong to primitive 
man. The shape of the skulls, he says, 


resemble the Pajvnee Indian'head. He 
believes they are only 200 to 400 years 
old. 

The bones and skulls are exciting the 
interest of scientists throughout the 
country. Prof. Henry Fairfield Osborn 
of Columbia University, New York. 
made a special trip to examine the skulls 
and he is quoted as declaring them to 
belong to the most primitive man yet 
discovered, with the exception of what 
is known as the Neanderthal man found 
in Germany. 

Mr. Gilder gave his collection of bones 








‘and portions of eight skulls to the mu- 


seum of the University of Nebraska. 
Dean H. B. Ward and Prof. F. H. Bar- 
bour are at present trying to put them 
together so that a skeleton of a man of 
long ago may be exhibited in the State 
muséum.,

Louis have renlied to the committees of 
the Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen 
and the Switehmen’s Union and have 
refused to comiply with the demands of 
an increase of 10 cents per hour to the 
switchmen. Tha question of a strike is 
now left to the unions. 

Officials of the Brotherhood. of Rail- 
way Trainmen told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Saturday that is is probable that 
# Strike will not be called until Dec. 1, 
if at all. The B. R. T. and the Switch- 
men's union are waiting on tne decision 
of Chicago unions and will abide by 
tneir action. 

Jt thought that a compromise by 
which the railroads will pay the switch- 
men 6 cents more on the hour will 
be reached and that there will ‘be no 
Strike, 

The formal demand for a reply by the 
unions to the different railroads in East 
St. Louls was met Saturday, theday set 
by the unions. -All of the railroads ab- 
solutely refused to entertain the plan of 
adopting an eight hour day schedule and 
all refused to grant an increase in 
the wages. 

The demand of the unions was for an 
eight hour day and an increase of 10 
cents per hour for both switchmen and 
foremen.

J. S. Eubanks, deputy grand master of 
the B. R. T., told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that the Co-Operative Committee 
of the unions will meet in Druid’s Hall 
Tuesday at 2 p. m. to consider a strike 
and make other demands upon the rail- 
roads. Eubanks refused to give out 
what the nature of the other demands 
were. He said that if a strike is decided 
upon that it will not take place before 
Dec. 1, as it will require that much time 
to get ready.

French Minister Says He Does 
Not Consider Church in 
Revolt. 


PARIS, Nov. 3.—The Minister of Pub- 
lic Instruction and Worship, M. Briand, 
today announced that the Government 
did not regard the Catholic Church as 
being in revolt against the law provid- 
ing for the separation of the church 
and state, or against the State. The 
Catholic Chureh having simply declined 
to take advantage of its privilege, un- 
der the law, as the other religions did, 
Dec. 11, would forfeit its $80,000,000 of 
property, and thereafter would live un- 
der the common law. 

There would be neither martyrdom:nor 
persecutions of the faithful. The 
churches, as State and communal prop- 
erty, would remain open for Catholic 
worship. 

The object for which the Republican 
party in France had struggled for % 
years, the minister said, had been 
achieved. The concordat was at an end, 
the State would not longer contribute 
to the support of any religion, and 
priests would no longer enjoy privi- 
leges. 

In both their duties and obligations 
they would be on an equality with other 
citizens. In other words, the State was 
at least neutral toward all religions, 
and would permit the exercise of all of 
them, with special favors to none,

He was more concerned for the dignities of this petty 
office than for the fame his own work won for him. His work was accomplished 
under a psuedonym, Moliere. The world has forgotten that Jean-Baptiste 
smoothed Ahe sheets and patted the pillows of a King’s bed, but it will never 
forget Moliere until Shakspeare, Cervantes and Goethe have passed out of 
recollection. 
i. C..Chatfield-Taylor has added an important work to the Moliere library. 
It is a biography of that remarkable genius written for English readers. In a 
large sense it is a condensation of the many lives and the many critica] essays 
on the actor- play wright’s work. In plan it differs from conventional biographies. 
The story is not told chronologically but each factor in the stor y is handled 
separately. This enables the author to group related facts and make the story 
vivid and comprehensible to a twentieth century reader. The treatment is 
altogether delightful and even the author’s unnecessary efforts to clear Moliere 
and his wife from 250-year-old scandals is entertaining.

SUVERNGR FOLK 


Attorney.General Says He Owes 
Popularity to Stand Against 
Democrats. 


‘ay oo OF FREIGHT RATES 
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Says Governor’s Success, How- 
ever, Is Due to Aid of 
Republicans. 


Before a good-sized erowd of Repub- 
licans in the West St. louis Turner 
Hall Friday night Attorney-General 
Hiadley predicted a 10,00 Republican 
majority in ‘Tuesday's election. He 
spoke for an hour and was well ap- 
niauded. 

Hadley said that the only Democrat 
elected by Republican votes two years 
ago took a stand which proved that the 
charges of the Republicans against the 
Democratic lobbying and hoodling going 
on in the Legislature for years were 
true. He also referred to Folk as ‘‘the 
only Democrat who ever pretended to 
deal fairly with the people,’’ but at- 
tributed much of Gov. Folk’s success to 
the able assistance of Republican of- 
ficials. 

Hadley said that the Board of Railroad 
Commissioners composed entirely of 
Democrats In 1904, had brought about a 
15-per-cent reduction in the rates then 
existing, but yet that the ‘rates after 
this reduction were from 2.to 3 per 
cent higher than the rates in Iowa and 
[iHinotls.,

Hugo Muench, Charles Claflin Allen 
and Gen. George Shields came in for 
recommendation by the Atterney-Gen- 
eral. Hadley then went into a eulogy 
of the national Republican administra- 
tion and aroused much enthusiasm in 
his audience by his reference to Roose- 
velt. 

“If you want to continue the work 
that Roosevelt has begun,’’ said the At- 
torney-General in conclusion, ‘‘be care- 
ful of the men you send to Congress. 
You cannot vote for Roosevelt by vot- 
ing for a Democratic Congressman. If 
you send men in whoxBelieve in Roose- 
velt and his polictes, prosperity will 
reign supreme, and Old Glory will com- 
mand respect wherever it floats.’’
